Branches have 
been permitted by the Hussians in Leingig, Dresden, Weimar, 
Schwerin, and othe; pleces in the Russien %ne. 


Scme months ago a certain Xesting of Serlin- Pankow became a member 
of the Fen-Huropa Bund. Kasting belongs to the SED; he is e former 
school-teacner, ahout rvitty-Mve vears old, who, during the last 
yeers cf the Nazi regime, was general maneger of a Chain of vaca~- : 
tion centers. Arter e few weeks he informed the exeevtive committee 
that he was in a position to give the ongenization seme finaneial 
assistance, on condition that he be given @ pos: of political in- 
fluence. Bernhard Kolanezy*, the oresidant. was inclined te accept 
this mroposal, bus other jeading members objected, and the matter 
wes dropped after Kasting had contributed FM 3,500. Kasting elso 
asked for a complete list of members; this was refused because it 
Was surcised that he meant to give the list to the SED and to the 
Russians. Thereupon Kesting began negotiating with other simtlar 
organizations with a view to setting un $ nationet council cf 
Pan-European sdcieties, ard wrote on the snbject to the Baris head- 
Guarters of the Huropeen Union of Federalists. The latter office 
sent. its reply to the Pan-~Furopa Bund, which then decided tc exvel 
Kasting. Nevertneless. he attended the eenference of German 
nan-Puronean organizations at Evutin (Holstein) in July and the 
international convention at Mcntreux in August, renresenting himsel * 
2s tne delegate of the Berlin Pan-Eurovna Bund, and explaining thet 
ne possessea vhe confidence of the Soviet suchonities. 
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4. About the end of wsune Folanczvk tried to pet an invitation to 
Moscow to expiain the cbjectives of his society to Stalin ir person.

This 
story appears to be completely false; leading members iar stg that 
it was invented by SED peovle, although they claim that the SED, 
gince the expuisicn of Kasting, has retained very little influence 
in he Pan-Furonsa Round. 
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While the attempt of the SED te penetrate the Pan-Europa Bund was 
going on, the party studiously avoided any siniler attempt on the 
Europa-Union. Under date of 9 July 1947 the Landesverband Berlin 
of the SED wrote to its members who were deputies in the city 
assembly and borough assemblies, urging them to decline the invi- 
tation to join the Europa-Union which had been extended to all 
members of German parliaments and city councils. 
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
